Nearly n month ago, while the whole 
North, and Now, Orleans in tbe South, were 
teeming with reports of the evacuation of 
Mobile by, the rebels, I wrote you a letter 
Warning you to put no faith in such reports, 
end expressing my belief that so far fromour 
being abje to secure Mobile without a strug- 
gle, the enemy would! doublless hold on to 
With dentb-like tenacity, Mmnch as I desire 
(he abandonment of Mobile by the rebels, 
and confidently as believe tht the force at 
Present under command of Maj.Gen. Canby 
is spfficient to reduce the city, I find my 
opinion expressed 8 month ago decidedly 
conBrmed, 

Three weeks sines, the 16th Army Corpr, 
(Qisj-Geo, A.J. Smith) lett New Orleans 
ud Went over to Daupbin Teland, at tbe 
month df Mobile Bay. Immediately the rebel 
Papers upnouuced the appearance of twealy- 
tis veaiele oll the Island predicted a speedy 
and cevinus attack upon the city; declared 
the determinution of Taylor, Maury, ctg., to 
defend 14 to the Just; and expressed’ a ool, 
calm, aod. far from bombastic confidence, in 
sheir ability to make the defense successfal, 

One week we lay at tho island, getting 
Teaoy, £0 as to move simultaneously with 
the 31h “corps (Major General Gordon 
Granger) from Fort Gaines, Fort Morgao and 
Barrupeas, ond Mojur General ‘Steele's 
coluia from Fort Barrapens aud Pensacola. 

At lust we muved; the 16th corps, followed 
by Koipe's division ot cavalry, actos to the 
Eastern ebore of Mobile Bay, and up Fish 
river ten miles, to. Danly’s Ferry, whero it 
formed w junction in a day or two with the 
1sth corps, which bad marched with wuc! 
wud aud come tribulation around from Fort 
Morgan, except a small portion which camo 
from Fort Barrancas, General Stecle, mean- 
¥ bile, moving from Pensacola, beganserious|y 
to threaten te rallroad to Montgomery. 


We spent, nearly a week ia the 
pleasant pineries bordering Fish river, and 
on Sunday, \the 25th “day. of March, 


after the stenmboats bad alll gone away from 
the londing at Danly’s, we abandoned our 
temporary base on the little river up which 
We bad come, and moving northwestwardly, 
evngbt foreach anew base on the shore of 
the bay itself. 

UALF AT RAVOU MIyEITE. 

Our destination seemed to be Blakely, the 
county erat of Buldwin county, situated near 
the month of Blakely River, wbich is one of 
the reat branches into which the Tensas 
River divides, befure discharging ita waters 
into the bay. Of course we did not forget 
that ive miles below Blakely, immediately 
Spon the shore of tbe bay snd tear tbe mouth 
of astuall stream called Bayoo Micetie, the

Tuesday the investment of tho fort was 
completed, and our batteries opened upon 
fu.

Wednesday the rebel akirmishers were 
driven into the fort at every point, except on 
‘our extreme left, where the rebela bad felled 
‘an immense amount of timber, rendering the 
Spproach to tbe works more’ dificult. The 
ebemy faucying we Were plantiog batterith 
on our extreme right destined to play upon 
their gouboats and transports in Apalachee 
river (one of the subdivisions of the Tensss),

‘Thoreday morning, after the awfal thun- 
der, peal on peal, which went rolling over 
the forest nnd the bay, bad announced the 
opening of our batteries of heavy guns upon 
the right, and tho stern reply the enemy were 
walng thereto, I rode over toward tho scone 
ofaction. Imagining I conld secure a better 
ying of tho conflict from tho extreme left of 
ocr position, where Colonel Bertraw’s brig- 
‘ade of General Androwy's division, (13th corps) 
rests upon the bay, I proceeded thither ward.

A Tair To THE EXTnEME FONT: 

After admiring the spectacle for some time, 
Tfollowed a polite and gentlemanly officer 
of Wisconsin regiment, 10 ao etfort to reach 
the extreme front of our lines, toward the 
soutbern wall of the fort, Descending the 
fvep blu which bere ckirta the bay, we

We lurned into weap, (which is slooply a deep 
Winding ditch by means of which approaches 
are made to a hostile work), and stooped, 
and crawled, and waded along’ it for another 
bondred yerds, or more. This brought us to 
our most advanced line of works, only a 
hupdred and filly yards from the fort Rebel 
sharpsbooters occupied deep holea, scattered 
sbout in the grounds outside the walls, 20 
that it was extremely dangerous to look, for 
even sn instent, over the top of our 
works. Yet it” could be done, aod if 
the bead ‘oF tae observer were immediately 
withdrawn, before a rebel marksman had 
time to take alm and pull off his piece, tho 
cbances were that said observer would es 
cape beipg sbot, » For some time my 5 
fear comostted successfully my curiosity, 
‘snd [kept my head very low. Bat at length, 

pon tbe repeated nssurance of some officera 
behind the works, that a rapid look could be 
teken in comparative enfety, I ralsed my eyes 
ghové the top of the works, and ata single 
glonce saw batteries Tracy and Hujee at the 
Lorth points of the islands opposite the fort, 
{be landing by the fort itself, and some small 
boats plying between tbelaiter and the near- 
¢3t island,” T did/not prolong the glance; 
but moving alitUe further totheleit, I pepe 
over once more, directing my glancs toward 
woo soutbweatangle of the fort.
